Tbit  incmaant  political  turmoil  through 
out  the  land,  unset t lea  policies,  deranges 
buaineaa,  discourages  the  in-lu'trie*  »nd^ 
keeps  society  in  a  state  of  trepidution  Xtad 
uncertainty.  Even  our  youth  imbibe  the 
vi'iating  spirit,  evincing,  am<mg  their 
acbool -fellows,  or  at  the  apprentices  noon 
i«ft,  their  partisan  bias  and  clamorously 
vociferating  with  “  three  cheers  and  a  ti- 
gah"  for  the  party  whose  banner  and  mot¬ 
to  beat  please  their  fancy,  and  for  this,  that 
or  tbe  other  candidate  wlioae  soubriquet  is 
most  fantastic  or  sonorous.

Of  the  general  political  elections  annual 
ly  and  quadriennally  recurring  in  this 
country,  ia  not  to  be  denied.  Fraud,  ere 
bezzlement,  corruption,  bribery,  malfea¬ 
sance,  defalcation,  always  great,  are  not* 
bly  on  the  increase.  Virtue  weakened 
seeks  a  market,  integrity  scarred.and  hum 
bled,  has  its  price,  professed  piety,  disgui 
zed  and  deficient  has  developed  many  a 
Jadaa 

Bat  it  will  lie  asked,  Do  you  mean  to 
charge  these  evils' upon  the  elective  Iran 
chise  1  By  no  means.  Yet  we  he*  tate  not 
to  aver,  and  we  think  no  sane  and  thought 
fill  observer  will  question  the  correctness 
of  onr  position  when  we  say  it,  that  th- 
frequent  rontrrence  of  great  elections,  with 
the  enormous  patronage  flowing  from 
them,  and  the  great  inducements  held  out 
lor  intrigue,  wire-pulling,  threats,  promi 
tes,  and  other  ortful  devices,  to  carry  tin- 
election  in  a  certain  wsy  for  sinister  and 
ambitious  ends,  contributes  more  to  disir 
tegrnte  society,  to  weaken  respect  for  pro¬ 
bity  and  virtue,  to  unduly  develop  the  sc 
qnisilive  propensity,  rzeite  the  spirit  oi 
pride,  and  stimulate  t lie  bnsrr  traits  of  hu¬ 
man  character,  than  any  other  wide-spread 
cause  in  all  our  land. 

Let  ns  not  t>«  deceived  and  suppose  that 
this  demoralization  is  ronflnrd  to  the  eliar 
after  and  acts  of  men  in  puh/it  lite.  Wlo-re 
lathe  family  ihat  does  not  manifest  but  too 
clearly  Its  all  pervasive  influence!  How 
few  are  the  high  «ouled  barristers  that  Keep 
clear  of  chicanery,  or  even  of  known  and 
willlul  falsity  in  defence  of  their  clients. 
Or  in  the  prosecution  of  some  questionabb 
claim  I  Ho  w  seldom  do  we  now-a  day« 
meet  with  business  iron  of  such  sterling 
characters  and  upright  principles  as  would 
■corn  to  over-reach  in  making  bargains,  tr 
profit  by  a  customer’s  ignorance,  to  fnisre 
present  qualities  and  values,  or  to  drive  a 
good  borgain  fur  themselves,  regardless  of 
their  respondent’s  neeenaitie*  or  interc-t* 
1 1, hi  1,1  less  it  will  strike  many  with  surprise 
that  waahould  attribute  these  things  to  the 
frequency  of  elections.  But  weapprelund 
that  a  thoughtful  consideration  of  tbe  char 
actor  and  excitement,  lying  and  intxigui  r. 
vituperation  and  slander,  hopes  and  fears, 
MMX  parted  successes  or  grievous  disap¬ 
pointments,  animosities  and  heart  burn 
Inga,  MTviUty  amt  sycophancy,  envy  and 
raga,  Ac.  that  are  developed  during,  and  as 
ft  consequence  of  a  heated  election  canvass; 
will  open  oar  eyes  to  the  rrvolling  chsrsc 
tor  of  that  fountain  from  which  auch  foul 
streams,  and  to  many,  do  most  perversely 
flow 

Wc  arc  not  finding  fault  with  the  eleetire 
frmmehiee.  It  ia*  the  very  palladium  of  onr 
l  beetles  and  the  absolute  foundation  of  our 
democratic  republican  government.  But 
we  do  deprecate  the  unneceseary  and  ille- 
gilimat-l  fruits  which  that  tree  of  lilierty, 
aurtorad  by  so  many  and  so  various  hand*, 
ia  apt  to  prodace. 

If  leas  frequent  elections  would  mitigate 
tfta  evils,  we  should  certainly  advocate  a 
longer  interval  lietwren  them.
